(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tiibe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Ceylon and has migrated to India oo or after Ist 
November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement 
of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, EKiman and 
Diu;

6. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the universities 
enumerated in Appendix I to these rules, or must possess any 
of the qualifications mentioned in Appendix II to these rules. 

NOTE I,— A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who

10. I he deci ion of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or othciwise of a candidate lor admission to the examina- 
tion shall be final.

12. Candidales must pay the fee picsciibcd in Annexure

— Engineers and IJoclors employed under the 
Central Government or Slate Clovernmcnts or Government 
owned industrial undertakings who are required to serve In 
the Armed Forces for a minimum prescribed period under the 
Compulsory Liability Scheme and who are granted Short 
.Service Commission under the relevant rules during thd period 
of such service will not be eligible for admis.sion to this 
examination. 

Note 4. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces of the Armed Force.s and called upon for temporary 
service will not be eligible for admission to this examination. 

5. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling In India, or 
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(f) a person of Indian origirt who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, and the East African 
countries of Kenya, Ucanda and the tinned Republic 
of '['anziania (iormcily T.tneanyik:i and Zanzibar) 
with the intention of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that ,i candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (c) and (f) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India, 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categoiies : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day t)f July, 1948, and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since then, 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have 
got themselves' regislered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of ihe Constitution. 

(iii) Non citizens in categoiy (f) above vvho entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
comnicncemcnt of the Constitution, viz,, 26th Janu- 
ary, 1950, and who have continued in such service 
since then. Any such person who re-entered or may 
re-enter such service with break after the 26th 
January. 1950, will however require certificate of 
cliKibility in the usual w.rv. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Govcinmenl 

6, (a) A candidate must not have attained the age of 25 
years otr the Isl January of the year in which he joined the 
ore-commission training in the Armed Forces Or got the Com- 
mission (where there was only post Commission training). 

(b) The age limit prescribed above will be relaxablc : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe;

ment of October. 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) up to a maximurn of three years if a candidate is 
a bona /ide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on oi after 1st June, 
1963; 

(x) upto a maximum eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
Jst June, 1963: 


(ti) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area and released as a consequence thcieof; 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area and released as a consequence theieof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of ibice years if a candidate who 
joined the pre-Commis-iion irnining in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963, is a 
bona fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
who joined the pre-Commission training in the 
Armed Forces or got the Commission where there 
was only post Commission training), in 1963, be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Pakistan; 

(xv) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate, v 
ioined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
onlv post Commission tiaining). in 1963 or 1964 
or 1965, is a resident of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; and 

(xvl) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate, who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Comniission (where there was 
onlv post-Conunission training), in 1963 or 1964 
or 1965, is an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from 
Ceylon. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS

7. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than 
two times at the examination. 

Note. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

8. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the Univer- 
sities enumerated in Appendix I to these rules, or must 
possess any of the qualifications mentioned in Appendix 11 
to these rules. 

Note I. — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear 
at this examination but has not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examination.

Note HI , — A candidate who is otherwise qualified but who 
has taker a degree from a foreign university which is not 
included in Appendix I may also apply to the Commission 
and may be admitted to the examination at the discretion of 
the Union Public ^rvicc Commission. 

9. A candidate serving in the Armed Forcoa must submit 
his application for this examination to the Officer Command-

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commjssion 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission 
to the examination shall be final.

12 Anv attempt on tlie part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidalure by any means may disqualify him 
for admission, 

13. A candidate who is or has been declaredi by the Union 
Public Service Commission Ruilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mittinR fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which arc incorrect 
or false or of suppressing material information Or otherwise 
resorting to any other irregular or improper means for obtain- 
ing admission to the examination, or of using or attempting 
to use unfair means in the examination haU or of mis- 
behaviour in the examination hall, may. in, addition! to render- 
ing himself liable to criminal prosecution ; 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — 

(1) by the Union Public Service Commlsaicm, from 
admission to any examination or appearance at 
any interview held by the Commission for 
selection of candidates; and 
(ii) by the Central Government, from employment 
under them; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rnlcs, if he is already ir service under Government. 

14. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may be fixed by the Union 
Public Service Commission in their discretion shall be sum- 
moned by them for the viva voce. 

15. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
hy the Union Public Service Commission in the order of 
merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to 
each candidate, and, In that order so many candidates as are 
found by the Union Public Service Commission to have 
qualified by the examination shall, with due regard to the 
language offered by each candidate vide para. 4 of Appendix 
ni to these rules, be recommended for appointment up to 
the number of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled In 
respect of each of the concerned languages. The candidates 
who are found hy the Union Public Service Commiasioo to 
have qualified by the examination, but are not recommended 
for appointment as aforesaid, wiU then be arranged In the 
Order merit as disclosed by the aggregate marka finally 
awarded to each such candidate, irrespective of the language 
offered by him vide para. 4 of Appendix 111 to these rules, 
and in that order they shall be recommended for appoint- 
ment up to the number of the remaining unreserved vacan- 
cies decided to be filled on the resmlts of the examination. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified 
by the standard prescribed by the Union Public Service Com- 
nilssion for the Service, is declared bv them to be suitable for 
appointment thereto with due regard to the maintenance of 
efficiency of* administration, shful be recommended for 
appointment to vacancies reserverd for members of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, as the case may 
be. in the Service. 

16. If on the result of the examination, a sufficient number 
of qualified candidates is not available to fill the vacancies 
reserved for released Emergency Commissioned/Short Service 
Commissioned Officers, the unfilled vacancies shall be filled 
in the manner prescribed by the Government in this behalf. 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Union Public Service Commission in their discretion 
and the Union Public Service Commission will not enter Into 
correspondence with them regarding the result. 

18. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered neceasarv. that tho candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to Interfere with 
the discharge of his duties as an Officer of the Service. A 
candidate who after such medical examination as Government 
or the appointing authority, as (toe case may be, may pre- 
scribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not 
be appointed. Any candidate called for the viva voce by the 
Union Public Services Commission may be required to undergo 
medical examination. 


20. fa) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living Or who having a spouse living marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its tal^a place 
during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointrnent to the Service unless the Government of India, 
after being satisfied that there are special grounds for doing 
so exempt any male candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female cnndidale whose mairiuce is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
maj-riage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment 
to the Service unless the Government of India, after being 
satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt 
any female candidate from the operation of this rule. 

21. Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of two years The period of probation may be extendi, if 
considered neccssar^,

Vacancies in the Junior 
Administrative Grade (Senior Scale) arc filled by promotion 
on the basis of seniority-ciwi-fitness from amongst officers 
holding duty posts in the Junior Scale of that Grade. 

(v) The Government can fill, in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, in any grade a number of 
posts not exceeding 10% of the strength of that grade, by the 
appointment of officers of State Publicity Organisations on 
deputation, for such period not exceeding five years, as the 
Government may specify. The posts so filled are taken into 
account in determining the number of posts to be filled by 
promotion or by direct recruitment. 

4, (i) Direct Recruits to Grade IV wilt be appointed in an 
officiating capacity, against temporary posts. They will bo on 
probation for two years from the date of appointment. The 
period of probation may be extended at the discretion of the 
appointing authority. If the work or conduct during the 
period o(f probation is such as to show that an officer is un- 
likely to become an efficient Grade IV officer of the Service 
he may be discharged forthwith or reverted to the substantive 
post, if any, on which he may hold lien. After the satisfac- 
tory completion of the probation, an officer will have no claim 
for substantive appointment to (^de IV and wlU continue in 
an officiating capacity and confirmed as and when permanent 
vacancies in Grade IV become available, in accordance with 
the rules in force. 


(ii) During the period of probation the officers will be 
required to undergo training in the Indian Institute of Mass 
Communication, a newspaper or a news agency, in different 
media units of the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. 
The total period of training will be one year. The period 
and nature of training will be liable to alteration by Govern- 
ment. During the course of the training or at its end, they 
will have to undergo such tests as the Government may 
prescribe. Failure to pass the tests during the training period 
involves liability to discharge from service or reversion to 
the substantive post, if any, on which the candidate may 
hold lien. 

(iii) Pay and seniority of an officer appointed on selection 
through the Central Information Service (Grade IV) (Releas- 
ed Emergency Commissioned/Short Service Commissioned 
Officers) Examination 1970, shall bo fixed in accordance with 
rules issued by the Government from time to time. 

5. An officer appointed to a post in Grade IV will be 
liable to serve anywhere in India. Government may post 
an officer to hold a field post in any organisation under the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting. Government may 
also require any member of the Service to hold, for a 
specified period, a post in the publicity orgaiffsation of a 
Union Territory, 

6. As regards leave, contribution to the General Provident 
Fund, pension and other conditions of Service, Officers 
appointed to posts in the Central Information Service, are 
treated like other Class I and Class II officers of the 
Government, 

Note : It should bo clearly understood that the appoint- 
ments would be subject to any change in the constitution of 
the Central Information Service which the Government of 
India may think proper to make from time to time and that 
the appointees would have no claim for compensation in con- 
sequence of any such changes. 
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
